Slated May 1 


The Selective Service College 
Qualification Test will be offer- 
ed to college men May 1, Lt. 
General Lewis B. Hershey, Di- 
rector of Selective Service, an- 
nounced today, The May 1 test 
will be the only test offered for 
the 1957-58 school year, the na- 
tional director emphasized. 

Scores made on the test are 
used by local boards as one guide 
in considering requests fer de- 
ferment from military serice to 
continue studies, 

Application cards and instruc- 
tional materials may be obtained 
from Selective Service local 
boards after Monday, March 10. 
Either the score made on the 
test or class standing may be 
used by local boards as guides 
in considering applications for 
student deferments. 

The tests can never be used 
against the student's classifica- 
tion with the Selective Service 
Board, so he has nothing to lose 
by taking the exam, 

Applications for the test must 
be postmarked not later than 
midnight, Friday, April 11. The 
test will be administered by Sci- 
ence Research Associates, inc., 
of Chicago, Illinois.

Some of the public and pro- 
fessional service rendered by 
Odegard include being assistant 


ta the Secretary of the Treas- 
urer, 1941-45; consultant, Atomic 
Energy Commission, 1947-54; 
imember on Policy and Program, 
Ford Foundation, since 1948; 
member, Executive Committee, 
International Social Science 
Council since 1950; and president 
of the American Political Science 
Association in 1951. 


Dr, Odegard has long been ac- 
tive in politics, and was just re- 
cently a candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for U. S. Sen- 
ator. He was defeated by Clair 
Engle of Redding. 

Some of the books published by 
Odegard include: “Pressure Poli- 
tics: The Story of the Anti- Sa- 
loon League,” “The American 
Public Mind,” “Democracy in 
Transition” (contributor), “Peace 
or War,” and ‘‘Frontiers of Free- 
dom.” 

Dr. Odegard specializes in the 
fields of propaganda and public 


opinion, voting behavior, and 
American government.

In resuming the discussion pre- 
viously of the student associa- 
tion, it was pointed out that the 
student association exists with 
the permission of the president 
of the college. The structure of 
the ASSSC then follows the “line 
and staff’ organization used by 
many businesses, Starting with 
the president, the college has set 
up a group of advisors, consisting 
of the Dean of Students, Activi- 
ties Officer, Activities Advisor, 
and Student Aassociation Man- 
ager, Each of these individuals 
supply specific areas with guid- 
ance and advice, Faculty spon- 
sors and coaches also devote their 
time to acting in the capacity of 
advisors to student groups, 

The ASSSC itself elects its of- 
ficers, which comprise the gov- 
erning body known as the Stu- 
dent Council. The student body 
president then submits to the 
Student Council his appointments 
to fill such necessary offices as 
Attorney General, members of 
the Board of Justice, and the 
Coordinators, which comprise the 
cabinet. as well as certain stu- 
dent-college committees such as 
the Student Activities Committee, 
and the Convocation Planning 
Committee. The ASSSC also per- 
mits student interest groups to 
organize and exist as “chartered” 
groups. Examples of these are 
Honor Societies, The Inter-Club 
Council, the Inter-Fraternity 
Council, and individual clubs 
and classes.

We have a P. R. officer we can be proud of in the person 
of Mr. John Egan. It is through his efforts that what little 
public relations we can overtly practice is making a dent on 
the community consciousness. We also have visitors to the 
campus each day. These persons, on the whole, generally 
seem quite pleased with affairs here. But, on the other hand, 
someone somewhere has apparently failed to realize that by 
far the greatest number of persons in the community have 
their only contact with the college by means of the tele- 
phone. And this is where our weakness lies. 

The situation with the SSC switchboard, through which 
all incoming calls must pass, is pathetic at best. Many times 
each day callers will suffer an interminable wait for some- 
one to answer their rings.

Set Off By Seaborg 
Editor, The Hornet: 

The editorial page of the 
HORNET on Feb, 28, 1958 
carried charges by Dr. Seaborg 
of the University of California 
that should not be allowed to 
fallow. I have talked to many 
students and teachers on this 
campus and others in the last 
three years, and while the con- 
sensus would certainly appear to 
be against our present method of 
teacher education, it would also 
appear to differ in method from 
the suggestions of Dr. Seaborg. 
That is, the principal compiaint I 
have heard lies not in the number 
of required educational courses, 
but in the course content and 
methods of instruction. 

For example, students deplore 
the hypocrisy that exists wherein 
one method of teaching may be 
extolled—nay, even preached, but 
the opposite practiced in our 
classrooms. 

Future teachers cannot recon- 
cile themselves to the acceptance 
of prevailing dogma of the “dem- 
ocratic classroom” das advocated 
by our imstructors, when autoc- 
racy is the method followed by 
these same instructors in most 
instances. 

Students are cautioned against 
using certain types of testing 
methods as being invalid, incon- 
clusive or incomprehensive, only 
to be confronted by these same 
methods at the next test they 
take. 

Secondary candidates are 
turned out as graduates without 
sufficient preparation in the or- 
ganization of talks, speeches or 
lectures. The complaint against 
teachers most frequently heard 
is something like this: “He might 
know his subject, but he certain- 
ly doesn’t know how to put it 
across.” An examination of our 
catalog will indicate just how 
little actual classroom technique 
is required. ; 

Another frequently heard com- 
plaint is against the upper divi- 
sion courses of from three to 
five units value dealing with a 
long, repetitious, monotonous 
background of early day educa- 
tors and ies of doubtful 
use, Most students feel that if 
these are absolutely imperative 
in the eyes of-our then 
best to relegate them to

division or reduce them greatly 
in scope. 

As for myself, I believe that 
instead of crying “scapegoat” our 
educators would do better to take 
their lumps when they have them 
coming. We prospective teachers 
have been told many times over 
to “teach the child, not the sub- 
ject.” This may have some merit; 
it is not for me to say. However, 
it seems apparent that the only 
ones satisfied with the products 
of this policy are the ones who 
advocate it most loudly. 

We are also told that schools 
are primarily places in which 
children and youths learn to get 
along with one another, not 
places in which to learn dry sub- 
ject matter. Very well, how ade- 
quately does this policy function ? 
May I suggest that our educa- 
tors, who as part of our educa- 
tional system have had much to 
do with educating our young dur- 
ing the last ten years and more 
take a look at the latest figuers 
released by the Federai Bureau 
of Investigation. The crimes of 
youth against youth in violent 
form have increased during this 
period until now it is described as 
“alarming.” 

A thorough overhauling of our 
system of teacher education 
might be in order, At any rate, 
it would be well to have it ex- 
amined by those who not only 
help support it, but who have to 
suffer from its follies, Mr. J. Q.
